Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed October 15, 2004, 
Applicant hereby elects the invention of Group I (Claims 1-19). 

Restriction has been required as between the invention of Group I (Claims 
1-19) drawn to a portable drill classified in Class 173, subclass 152; and the 
invention of Group II (Claims 20 and 21 ) directed to a method of assembling a 
tool classified in Class 29, subclass 428. 

The Applicant urges that both the apparatus claims and method claims are 
properly maintained in a single application, as they merely constitute alternate 
ways of claiming the same invention. In particular, it is clear that the method claim 
20 is merely the method counterpart to the apparatus as set out in claim 17. For 
example, 

• apparatus claim 17 recites structure that maintains the hydraulic cylinders 
parallel (see elements "a" and "c"); method claim recites the step of 
"arranging" the cylinders "one parallel to the other". 

• Apparatus claim 1 7 recites front and real supports "connectable" to the 
support rods; method claim 20 recites the step of "connecting the forward 
and aft ends of the support rods one to another." 


• Apparatus claim 1 7 recites a mounting plate "connectable at opposite 
ends to the barrels" and a drill motor "carried by the" mounting plate; 
method claim 20 recites the step of "releaseably attaching " the mounting 
plate to each of the barrels, the mounting plate "carrying a drill motor." 
Accordingly, it would appear that the requirement for restriction is improper 
and that all claims are properly maintained in a single application.
